ſeveral ſorts of Bibles, far different one 
from another : So that our Adverſaries (to 
whom I with from my yery Heart, as I do 
to thee, that this little Fook may prove 
profitable) have not all one ſort of Bibles 
themſelves. Notwithitanding , know. for 
certain, that they are all faithfully taken 
forth of the Bibles in Quarto and  Oftavo, 
Printed- at Lendon by Robert Barker, Anno 
I615. which Editions are follow'd and ws'd 
at this day. So as if,»by chance, any one 
hz? thew thee ſome other Bible, where 
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The Preface. 


they be not ſet down, Word for Word, as 
here thou findeſt ; yet reſt aſſured, and out 
of doubt, that thou tha!t had them'ſo writ- 
ten, and faithfully cited out of the foreſaid 
Edition of Robert Barker, ſet forth by His 
Majefty's ſpecial Commandment. 

2. The Second Point ws, That thou admire 
the ſplendor of Truth, which is ſuch, and 
ſo refulgent, that notwithſtanding our Ad- 
verſaries main and ſerious Endeavors to ob- 
ſcure the ſame, by ſo many varieties of 
Tranflations, and by ſuch a number of groſs 
Corruptions and Falfifications; yet never- 
theleſs their Condemnation is ſo expreſly 
fet down 1n this their own Bible, and is fo 
clear to all the World, that nothing elle is 
neecdful hereto, but that thou know to read, 
and have thine Eyes to behold the ſame, at 
the opening of this their Book, This can» 
not chuſe but be an exceeding Comfort un- 
to Catholics againſt their Adverſaries, con- 
cerning the Uprightneſs of their Cauſe, to 


offer to be tried, and to confound them by | 


their own Bible ; the Tranſlation whereof, 
notwithſtanding, doth in a number of pla- 
ces, and particularly in many of thoſe that 
are in queſtion, ſwerve and differ notori- 
oully from the authentical Zatin, and to the 
incredible diſparagement, darkning, and 
obſcuring of the Catholic Cauſe. Never 
did yet (nor I preſume dare) our Adyerſa- 
ries offer to give the like Advantage unto 
us, as to ſtand tobe tried by our Tranſlati- 
ons,and that in above Fifty Eeads and Points 
of Doctrin, that are this day in controverſie 
3. The 
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Je The Third Point # , That when thow 
ſhalt urge or alledge any Paſſage in favor 
of thine own- Faith and DoCtrin, if any one 
return their Charge, be it either by way of 
Recrimination and blaming of the Roman 
Church, or by alledging ſome obſcure 
Texts, and thoſe ill underſtood, to counter- 
poize ſuch as are brought by thee; do thou 
ſhew them amicably, that this is not to pro» 
ceed in due order, nor to deal with thee: 
as they ought, in oppoſing a Paſlage dark 
and obſcure, to confound another that is- 
mo:tclear and evident. For example, when- 
we ſet before their eyes theſe few Words,. 
(as clear as the Sun at Noon-day) Take, eat,. 
th u my Body; This 1s my Blood which «s 
ſhed for many, c. (ark 14. 24.) they will 
ſtrait ſuppoſe to have found another impor-- 
tant Place, yea, and to have given unto us 
the Overthrow, if they preſently do reply, 
That our Saviour faith in S. Fohn, 6.62. It 
# the Spirit that quickneth, the Fleſh profiteth 
nothing : The Words that 1 ſpeak: unto you, they 
gre Spirit, and ib:y are Life; a Paſſage far 
more obſcure than that which is in queſtion, 
and which afirmeth nothing leſs, than that 
which they pretend to prove thereby. For 
how abſurd were it to ſay, That the Fleſh 
of Chriſt profiteth nothing ? And if (as 
they themſelves ſay) we mult interpret one 
Paſſage by another, then doubtleſs it is bet- 
ter to explicate an obſcure one by one that 
is clear , than one that is clear by a Paſ- 
ſage obſcure ; and that one Text give place: 
to many, rather than many give place to 
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4. The Fourth Point js, That if they ſhall 
rej=& any of the Paſſages which thou pro» 
duceſt, pretending the ſame to be Apocry- 
pbal; know, that to prevent this Objection, 
no ſuch Scriptures as they call Apocyyphal are 
here produc'd alone, - but that always there 
£0 accompanied with them others that be 
Canonical, even by their own confeſſion: And 
fo far forth as Apocryphal Scriptures ſhall 
and do agree with Canontcal , they them- 
ſclves, by their own Rule, are bound to re- 
ceive them.

Ties put together, being never able in their 
defence to do the like; that is, to produce 
ſo many in number, ſo expreſs and clear, 
and for ſo great a number of Contro- 
verſes as are here diſputed, and couched in 
ſo little a Treatiſe, 

5. The Fifth P:int is, That if they ſhall 
contend with thee, nut about the Words 
themſelves, as being clear, but about the 
Senſe and Meaning of them; for ſuch Pla-

Where 
firſt may be noted , That this Noble Eu- 
nuch freely confeſs'd, he could not under- 
ſtand the Scriptures without an Interpreter 
to expound them, albeir he was 2 gr-at and 
ſet1ous Student in them, an! withal a 1:oly 
and humble Man, as'S. -7.rom noteth of 
him, Epift, a4 Paulin. de ſtud.

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next, That he ſaith, Except ſome Man guide 
me; So as he fled not to his Private Spirit, 
nor yet to conferring of Place with Place, 
as our Adverſaries do.

{hall not need to produce the Authorities 
of Fathers for this point, when the praftice 
of the whole Chriſtian-world, for theſe many 
hundred years together, hath been directly 
contrary to our Reformers herein, againſt 
which'to diſpute (as S. Aug. ſaith) were info+ 
lent madneſs. See the Kbem. Tef. p. 463. But 
again(t this they will object out of Scripture 
this their molt probable place; 1 Cor.

at thy giving of thanks, ſeeing be underfandeth 
nor what thou ſayeſt ?

As concerning private Prayer, 
no/ Catholic denies but it is veryexpedient

Prieft in the name of the whole Church, ;For 
as it was enough for the people. of the Old 
Law to know and underſtand that inſuch a 
Sacrifice. confilted the Worſhip of God, al- 
tho' they had not ſoclear an underſtanding 
of every thing that was done therein (as hath 
been (aid;) even ſoin the New Law, when 
the people a(liſt at the Sacrifice of the 'Maſs, 
acknowledging thereby that God is worſhip- 

&, and that it is in{tituted for the remem- 

ance of Chriſt's Dzatiz and Paſſhon, altho; 


they underſtand not the Latin Tongue, yetare' 


they not deſtitute of the utility & fruit thee- 
of, beſides the help of the pigus Geremonies 
therein, which do in(truft them in thewhole, 
- . And indeed, this place by them alledged 
ſerveth nothing to the purpoſe, but rather a- 
ainſt them, ſeeing it proves that the common 
rvice of the Church was not "then in a 
Tongue which every man underſtood, but ig 
another Language, which was not ſo common 
unto all.

So that S. Paul ſhews moſt clearly, that fuch 
Service was not exerciſed ina vulgar Tongne,, 
but in another which was aot common tothe 
whole people, ( ſuch as the Lavin Tongue is 
now in Engiand, as alſo throughout the 
whole Faf) and yet was not in the contrary 
extreme, that is to ſay, wholly ſtrange; or 


' utterly barbarous. 


And' ſeeing our Adverfaries have this 
place continually in their mouths, & thereby 
deceive the ſimple people, I would have ther 
to know that. this Text of S, Paul is greatly 
percerted by the Reformers themſelves. For 
whereas the Grech, and Zatin Text bath, #e 
that ſupplies the place of an 1diot, bow ſhall be 
ſay Amex? the Miniſters of Geneva in many of 
their Bibles, have turned the ſame moſt d&- 
ceitfully and: maliciouſly thus : He that's+ au 
Hist, how ſhall be ſay Amen 7 As if there were 
no difference betwixt an 1diot, and bo who 
ſupplies the place of an 1diot. 

Moreover, the Thankſgiving to whichS. 
Pan! faith, men (hould be anſwered, is not at 
all practiſed in many of our Reformed Chur- 
ches, where neither /djots, nor thoſe that ſup» 
ply the place of Idiots, do anſwer Amen, as S. 
Paul willeth, ſeeing they have altered Amen 
into $0 be it, which is plainly repugnant to his 
meaning, as alſo to the practice of the whole 
Church. For they cannot ſay for their excuſe, 
that S. Paul wrote to thoſe who ſpake in the 
Hebrew Tongue, (for Amen is Hebrew) on 
| e 
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he wrote to the Cormntbians, who had therr 
_ Service in Gyeek,, and not in Hebrew : 

main Argument that the word Amen ought 
to be retained in all Languages, as it hither- 
<0 hathever been amongſt all Chriſtians be- 
fore the days of our Reformers,inſomuch that 


the molt learnedS, Augufin writes, That it # 


wot lawful to turn Amen into any other vulgar 
Language , without the ſcandal of the whole 
Church. Aug. Ep. 118. & 2. de Doft. cap. 20. 
To conclude, I cannot but much marvail at 
the ſimplicity of .the common people, who 
notwithſtanding the great light of their'Re 
formed Goſpel, ſee not the looſeneſs and va» 
nity of this their Leaders cavil., For neither 
the Maſters or Scholars are 'ſo ſenſelefs, 1 
hope, as to ſay, that their pwn Service, con- 
fiſting partly ' of the Pſalms of David, 
(the hardeſt part of all the Bible )- and 
partly of Leſſons taken out of the-Q14 and 
New Teſtament, is ynderitood of all-the peo. 
Ple preſent thereat ; fince the greateſt Di- 
vines that ever were,durſt never ſayſo much 
of themſelves. How wrang fully then do they 
wrangle with us about this matter ? But per- 
haps they will ſay, that cho* the ſimple peo- 
ple underſtand not the hard places contained 
1 the Pfalms and Service, yet{to their great 
comfort) they underſtand at kealt ſome part 
thereof; The ſame ſay we of our Maſs, and 
of our {imple people who aflilt thereat. And 
ſo I concludeas I began in the Title of this 
Book, By thine own mouth 1 judge thee, #augbty 
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
